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ADDRESS 

of the 

Grand First Principal 


To the Officers and Companions of the Grand Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

My Dear Companions: 

I am sure that all who have gathered here for the 27th Annual 
Convocation of this Grand Chapter have a feeling of humble thank¬ 
fulness that we are privileged to meet in the quietness and beauty of 
this Temple, and pursue our deliberations today without fear of molest¬ 
ation by those who would destroy Masonry along with everything 
else that we of the democracies consider makes life worth living. 

Let us remind ourselves that it is not because of any special virtue 
on our part that we are so favored. In the many countries which have 
been overrun by the enemy, Masonry in all its branches has been 
ruthlessly suppressed. In the Mother Country—the cradle of our 
Order—our brethren and companions along with the rest of the popu¬ 
lation are passing their lives in constant danger “Of the terror by night 
and the arrow that flieth by day.” They are undergoing a period of 
trial and difficulty, a time of testing and proving, such as no nation 
hitherto has been called upon to face in the long history of the human 
race. And they are meeting it with unflinching courage. If in the 
weeks to come these words of mine should find their way to beleaguered 
Britain, and be scanned by any companions there, may these words 
show them that they are daily in our thoughts and prayers. A message 
of encouragement was written long ago at another time of oppression 
and peril. It was in these words: “Fear not them that kill the body 
but are not able to kill the soul.” We know that whatever happens, 
the soul of Britain can not be conquered, and we believe the body 
cannot be conquered either. 

Let us at the very outset of this Convocation pay a grateful tribute 
to the forces of our Empire and our Allies—on land, on sea, and in the 
air,, which so far, against heavy odds, are engaged in the defence not 
only of our country and Empire, but indeed of civilization as well. 

Particularly at this time do we remember our own Companions 
of this jurisdiction and the immediate members of their families who 
have enlisted in His Majesty’s Forces. Some of these have already 
given their lives for the cause. To the bereaved families we extend our 
deepest sympathy.

Let us also thus early in our deliberations pause for a moment 
in memory of our Companions in this and otheu jurisdictions who 
have been summoned during the year to the Eternal Home, where 
“There is no more death, neither sorrow nor crying, nor any more 
pain.” Fifteen of our Chapters have sustained the loss by death of 
a total of 28 Companions. Forty-three P. G. High Priests and P. G. 



First Principals have also passed away in the Chapters with which 
we have fraternal correspondence. This Grand Chapter offers our most 
sincere sympathy to the Chapters and families so bereaved.

When I took office a year ago I expressed the desire to visit all 
the constituent Chapters if I could possibly do so. I knew at the 
time that this would involve a tremendous amount of travelling. The 
closest Chapter to my home, Mr. Olivet, involves a trip of 200 miles— 
the farthest one, Assiniboia, at Medicine Hat, 1070 miles. However, 
I am glad to be able to report that I have visited all the 26 Chapters 
which are functioning at the present time. I spent 46 days away from 
home on Grand Chapter business and have travelled 13,360 miles. 
This was all done by car except part of the trip to Winnipeg. It is a 
tribute to the modern car, that with the exception of one flat tire, I 
had no other hold-up except once with adverse weather conditions.

Teams from the three Edmonton Chapters conferred 
the M. E. M. and H. R. A. degrees in the evening. I invested V. E. 
Companion A. J. Fyfe as Grand Steward—a fitting tribute to a zealous 
and efficient worker in the Chapter. 

The new companions with others on the Coal Branch have since 
organized themselves into a Study Club under the expert tutelage of 
V. E. Companion I.. G. Dunaway. Several books from the Grand 
Chapter library were sent to this club.

May 28th.—Keystone Chapter No. 12, Red Deer. The attendance 
was fair.

We were entertained with a sumptuous repast in the hotel following 
the meeting and arrived home at 7:00 a.m. 

Jund 3rd.—Crescent Chapter, Calgary. I was accompanied by 
M. E. Companion H. W. B. Bell, R. E. Companion W. B. Way, Grand 
Second Principal, R. E. Companion W. M. Marshall, Grand Super¬ 
intendent, District No. 4, the Grand Scribe E., and the Grand Treas¬ 
urer. Several Principals and other officers and companions of other 
city Chapters were present. This happy circumstance was noted 
at all subsequent visits to Calgary. This was the last meeting of 
this Chapter before the summer recess. Plans were laid for a summer 
outing for companions and their families. I invested V. E. Companion 
F. W. McJunkin as Grand Organist. 

June 7th.—Eheyeh Chapter, No. 27, Drumheller. This is a trip 
I shall not soon forget as it involved 27 hours continuous driving 
except for the time in actual meeting. We ran into a heavy rain going 
across country and did not arrive until 11 p.m. A large delegation 
from Calgary who had come by bus were also delayed and preceded 
me by only a short time. However, the warmth of the reception 
accorded us by Ex. Companion Teasdale and the Eheyeh Companions, 
more than compensated for any discomforts we suffered. After a most 
enjoyable dinner, Alberta Chapter, No. 1, conferred the H. R. A. 
degree, commencing the work at 11:45 p.m. Rarely, it ever, have I 
seen this degree conferred as beautifully or as impressively as it was 
on that occasion. I am sure the meeting will be remembered for a 
very long time by all present.

June 10th.—Alberta Chapter, No. 1, Calgary. This is the oldest 
and largest Chapter in the jurisdiction. On this occasion I was sup¬ 
ported by M. E. Companions Bell and Minchin as well as R. E. Com¬ 
panion Way and other Grand Chapter officers. Ex. Companion Price 
has given splendid leadership, supported by exceptionally able officers. 
The same degree team as had appeared at Drumheller conferred the 
H. R. A. degree on two candidates. If there is any Chapter in this 
jurisdiction anxious to see the H. R. A. degree conferred faultlessly 
and with the utmost sincerity I would advise such to either visit Al¬ 
berta Chapter or else invite Alberta Chapter to visit you and demon¬ 
strate how it should and can be done. 

June 11th.—Tau Cross, No. 16, Claresholm. On this occasion 
we had the whole of the Grand Council in attendance—a circumstance 
which is probably not very common in Capitular circles, but happened 
on quite a number of occasions during the past year. In addition 
to several companions from Golden West Chapter, High River, we had 
a good representation from Shekinah Chapter, Lethbridge. I am sure 
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that any one visiting Tau Cross Chapter cannot but remark on the 
very restful and well appointed Chapter room. No degree work was 
done, but we had a very enjoyable evening. Addresses were given by 
all members of the Grand Council. I must thank the companions 
of Tau Cross for their attendance and support at a number of other 
meetings in the south during the year. 

June 12th.—Shekinah Chapter, No. 4, Lethbridge. This is the 
home Chapter of the Grand Third Principal, R. E. Companion J. E. 
Rannard. On this occasion again all members of the Grand Council 
were present. This Chapter has not enjoyed as much activity as 
some during the past few years. However, they are carrying on—the 
ever faithful few holding the fort. At the banquet table several inter¬ 
esting .talks were given by the companions present. 

June 20th.—Assiniboia, No. 3, Medicine Hat. This is the second 
largest Chapter in the jurisdiction and certainly one of the most active. 
On this visit I was accompanied by the Grand Third Principal, who 
brought a carload of companions from Lethbridge with him. It is 
a tribute to their endurance that they were able to listen to three 
addresses of mine during one week. However, I appreciated very 
much their attendance and support. There was a large attendance 
of companions to witness the conferring of the H. R. A. degree on a 
class of five candidates. This work was done most impressively. The 
affairs of Assiniboia Chapter are well managed. They are in splendid 
financial condition. Indeed on this occasion the Chapter made a loan 
of a thousand dollars, interest free, to the Dominoin Government, 
to be used for war purposes. 

August 21st.—Mt. Olivet Chapter, No. 17, Killam. This is a 
Chapter that we in Vermilion try to visit once a year. On this visit 
M. E. Companion J. W. G. Morrison and V. E. Companion H. P. Long 
and other Vermilion companions accompanied me. This is the home 
Chapter of the Grand Superintendent of District No. 1., R. E. Compan¬ 
ion John Gair. They have a widely scattered membership, and are 
carrying on under some difficulties. The old Chapter room being 
no longer available, at the present time meetings are held in premises 
also used as a theatre. To show the spirit of the companions here, 
I have only to refer to a notice of motion given at this meeting. This 
was to loan the Dominion Government the sum of one hundred dollars 
for war purposes, though their cash assets at the time were only fifty- 
seven dollars. I know that with this spirit this Chapter will carry on. 

Sept. 18th.—Joint meeting of Hanna, No. 28, and Hiram Chapter, 
No. 19, Youngstown, at Hanna. There were also a number ot com¬ 
panions of Eheyeh Chapter present, headed by R. E. Companion 

Hanna 
Chapter opened, and Hiram Chapter closed the meeting. Although 
this meeting was held in the midst of harvesting operations and most 
of the Hiram companions are farmers, there was a good attendance 
from this Chapter, and I was much heartened by their enthusiasm.

Nov. 5th.—Golden West Chapter, No. 5, High River. This is 
the home Chapter of the Grand Second Principal, R. E. Companion 
W. B. Way. and the Grand Superintendent of District No. 4, R. E. 
Companion W. M.. Marshall. It is also one of the most active and 
enthusiastic in the jurisdiction. I am sure that in the coming year 
most of the Chapters in the Province will have the pleasure of meeting 
many of these splendid companions as they accompany the incoming 
Grand First Principal on his visits. The wild game supper held on 
this occasion and which is an annual affair is something that is looked 
forward to by companions all over the Province. My visit to this 
Chapter coincided with the District Meeting, to which I shall make 
reference in a moment. 

Nov. 21st.—North Star Chapter, No. 2, Edmonton. A year ago 
North Star and Strathcona Chapters amalgamated. Meetings are held 
in the old Strathcona premises in Acacia Hall. This Chapter was 
blessed by having Ex. Companion Major C. W. Lilley as First Prin¬ 
cipal. Although he has been very busy with his military duties, never¬ 
theless his qualities of friendliness and sincerity have been a great 
asset to this Chapter under the new conditions prevailing. The elec¬ 
tion of officers for the ensuing year took place. Ex. Companion E. A. 
Figg was elected First Principal. He has marked ability and long 
experience in Masonic matters. I am certain he will give able leader¬ 
ship during his term of office. 

Dec. 13th.—Gapital City Chapter, No. 13, Edmonton. This is 
the second largest of the three Edmonton Chapters. There was a 
good attendance. The H. R. A. degree was conferred in a satisfactory 
manner by the officers and a very enjoyable get-together at the banquet 
table followed. 

Jan. 8th.—Joint Meeting of Otuskwan Chapter, No. 9, and Cal¬ 
gary Chapter, No. 11, Calgary. There was an exceptionally large 
attendance. Both these Chapters have been very active in the way 
of receiving new members during the past year. This meeting was 
the occasion of the installation of officers for the year 1941. The 
ceremonies were carried out in a faultless manner by M. E. Companion 
J. R. Flan, assisted by M. E. Companions Follett, Mercer and Bell. 
The Grand Chapter has looked to these Chapters for leadership for 
many years, and they are amongst the strongest and best in the juris¬ 
diction. The outgoing officers were justly commended for their splendid 
efforts. The new ones assumed their responsibilities with becoming 
modesty and are carrying on with equal efficiency. M. E. Companion 
A. Davison presided at the banquet in his inimitable style. The 
entertainment and speeches were of a high order. 

March 5th.— Norwood Chapter, No. 18, Edmonton. The Chapter 
very graciously changed their night of meeting to suit my convenience. 
M.'E. Companions H. Sandilands, A. B. McCurdy, and R. E. Com¬ 
panion H. A. Ferguson, Grand Superintendent, District No. 5, accom¬ 
panied me. The three Principals this year are all Past Principals of 
the Chapter. One could not but note the faithful attendance and 
interest of a number of companions who for many years have been 
the mainstay of Norwood Chapter. Companion C. M. Laverty, of 
Vermilion, who accompanied me, gave a very thoughtful address at 
the banquet table and the remarks of the Past Grand First Principals 
were also timely and well received. 


March 11th.—Vermilion Chapter, No. 14, Vermilion. This is my 
home Chapter. On this occasion the H. R. A. degree was conferred. 
This Chapter is small but its work will compare favorably with any 
in the jurisdiction. Recently a number of very able companions 
have been admitted by exaltation and affiliation and the Chapter is 
looking forward to increased activity in the future. 

April 11th.—A Joint Meeting, Kether Chapter No. 8, Pincher 
Creek, and Hillview Chapter, No. 15, Hillcrest, at Pincher Creek. 
The Grand Second Principal and a number of companions of Golden 
West and Tau Cross Chapters were also present. This was undoubtedly 
one of the best meetings of the year. As the Grand Second Principal 
remarked on the return trip no amount of money could buy such an 
evening of good fellowship. One notable feature of this meeting was 
the presence of 90 year old Companion Gray, who is Tyler of the 
Chapter, care-taker of the two-story Masonic building, banquet pur¬ 
veyor, coffee-maker, and generally speaking one of the most active 
members of the Chapter. He was exalted when he was 87 years of 
age—a record for Canada, if not for the world. He was born in my 
home county of Glengarry, Ontario, and came west in the early 80’s. 
There were a number of splendid informal talks given at the banquet 
table, but none present I am sure will ever forget Companion Gray’s 
reminiscences of life on the prairie sixty years ago, or his remarks 
when he referred to advice given him about three-score and ten years 
ago by his preceptor in the cabinet making trade: “Always do as 
much as you can, not as little as you can.” At ninety years of age 
he is still following that advice." Indeed, Companion Gray in his 
remarks hit on the weak spot in Masonry in this and other jurisdic¬ 
tions—the indifference on the part of a large portion of our membership. 
Companions, take that sentence of Companion Gray home with you, 
and try to live it out in every phase of your lives. 

April 12th.—Banff Chapter, No. 20. This was not the regular 
night of meeting and it was at some inconvenience that the companions 
arranged it to suit me. Two cars from Calgary with the First Prin¬ 
cipals of Calgary and Crescent Chapters and other Calgary compan¬ 
ions were present. The M. E. M. degree was conferred in an im¬ 
pressive manner. , 

April 14th.—Joint Meeting of Harmony Chapter, No. 26, Bassano, 
and Bow Valley Chapter, No. 10, Gleichen, at Gleichen. We were 
again favored with the attendance of the Grand Second Principal and 
a number of Golden West companions. This was claimed to be the 
largest gathering held in this Chapter for many years. Bow Valley 
Chapter, we were informed, had had no candidates for a period of 
ten years, but now are putting through a class of five with prospects 
of another similar class to follow. Harmony Chapter is also experienc¬ 
ing more activity in this direction. 

There are two other Chapters which are still holding their charters, 
to which I must make reference. Joseph Stauffer, No. 22, Didsbury, 
has decided to surrender their charter and have the members affiliate 
individually with one or other of the Calgary Chapters or to amalga¬ 
mate with a Calgary Chapter. The matter is at present in the hands 
of a committee. No meetings are being held at the present time. I 
visited Didsbury on two occasions while passing through and discussed 
the situation informally with the Scribe E., R. E. Companion J. L. 
Clarke. 

Mt. Horeb Chapter, No. 6, Wetaskiwin, is unable to hold meet¬ 
ings. Two were called during the year to discuss amalgamation with 
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North Star Chapter, but on both occasions a quorum could not be 
obtained. I was requested by the Scribe E. to declare this Chapter 
affiliated with North Star, but hesitated to take this arbitrary action. 

DISTRICT MEETINGS 

District Meetings, all oi which I attended, were held as follows: 

Oct. 9th.—District No. 2, at Strathmore. With the District Sup¬ 
erintendent R. E. Companion W. A. Irving presiding. All the Chapters 
but Bow Valley were represented. M. E. Companion J. R. Flan, 
Grand ^Lecturer, answered questions on the Work. 

Oct. 23rd.—Joint meetings of Districts No. 1 and 5, at Norwood 
Chapter, Edmonton. R. E. Companion H. A. Ferguson, Grand Sup¬ 
erintendent District No. 5, presided. Mt. Horeb and Mt. Olivet 
Chapters were not represented. The matter ot the financial structure 
of the Grand Chapter was discussed at considerable length, also the 
proposed amendments to the Constitution. 

Nov. 4th.—District No. 3 at Calgary with R. E. Companion 
C. H. Macaulay presiding. Joseph Stauffer Chapter was not repre¬ 
sented. This was a splendid meeting. Reports show a determined 
resolve to keep Royal Arch Masonry active in the District. I sug¬ 
gested that the city Chapters make a concerted effort to help the 
small Chapters in the District by visiting them when possible. Ques¬ 
tions on the Work were answered by M. E. Companion Flan. The 
entertainment in the banquet room consisted of an hour of mystical 
illusions, music, songs, speeches and general goodfellowship. 

Nov. 5th.—District No. 4 at High River. R. E. Companion W. M. 
Marshall presided. The complete Grand Council was in attendance 
at this meeting supported by M. E. Companions Bell, Ironsides, 
Davison, and Flan, the Grand Scribe E., and other Chapter officers. 
All Chapters in the District with the exception of Assiniboia were 
represented, and many companions from Calgary also came down 
for the evening. At six-thirty o’clock the High River companions 
were hosts to the visitors at a wild game supper. Some 125 compan¬ 
ions sat down to a wonderful banquet. I am sure that all companions 
who heard M. E. Companion Davison’s impromptu reply to the toast 
“The British Empire”, were well repaid for whatever hardships were 
entailed in the long miles of travel to this meeting.

GRAND CHAPTER CONVOCATIONS 

Invitations were received to attend Grand Chapter Convocations 
from the Grand bodies to the west and east and south. I had spent 
some days in B.C. a few months previous to my installation while I 
was Grand Second Principal and while there met the Grand First 
Principal of British Columbia, M. E. Companion W. F. Marchant, 
the Grand Scribe E., M. E. Companion F. C. Bird, as well as a number 
of other Grand Chapter officers and companions. I attended meetings 
of two of their Chapters, Victoria Columbia, No. 1, at Victoria, and 
Pacific, No. 13, Vancouver, where I was welcomed by the Grand 
First Principal. I received on these occasions a most gracious welcome 
and was urged to attend their Grand Chapter Convocation at New 
Westminster on June 20th. Finding it impossible to do so I requested 
R. E. Companion Dr. W. W. Bell, Past Grand Superintendent, Dis¬ 
trict No. 1, to represent me, which he did very acceptably. The thanks 
of this Grand Chapter are due to Dr. Bell w 7 ho, though far from strong 
physically, travelled from Victoria to New Westminster and worthily 
represented the Grand Chapter. 

It was a very great pleasure to attend the Grand Chapter of 
Saskatchewan in Moose Jaw 7 on May 21st. I was accompanied on this 
long trip by Bro. J. D. Adam of Vermilion. We drove from Battleford 
to Moose Jaw with the Grand Third Principal of Saskatchewan, R. E. 
Companion W. L. Clink, K.C., R. E. Companion Dr. J. E. Nunn 
and R. E. Companion J. E. McLarty—the Alberta representative in 
the Grand Chapter of Saskatchewan. Their companionship relieved 
a long drive of its tediousness and gave me an opportunity to really 
get to know these wonderful companions. I attended the executive 
meeting the day before the Convocation opened. I noted that all 
members of the executive were compensated on a mileage basis for their 
attendance. I was particularly impressed with the fine calibre of the 
men comprising the Grand Chapter oi Saskatchewan and with the 
sincerity and seriousness with which they approached the study of 
the problems confronting them—w'hich in a general w 7 ay are similar 
to our ow 7 n. M. E. Companion W. J. Huber, G.H.P., of the Grand 
Chapter of North Dakota and M. E. Companion J. J. Sinclair, Grand 
First Principal of Manitoba, represented their respective jurisdictions. 
We w'ere overwhelmed w'ith every possible kindness and were made 
honorary members of the Saskatchewan Grand Chapter. 

I also attended the 18th Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter 
of Manitoba, which met in Winnipeg on February 12th. I was priv¬ 
ileged to attend the meeting of the executive the evening before Grand 
Chapter met, and learned there of the various problems confronting 
the Manitoba Grand Chapter. To me the most significant feature 
of this meeting was the presence of so many representatives from 
other jurisdictions. These included M. E. Companion Adolph Hafner, 
G.H.P. of Wisconsin, M. E. Companion Judge F. W. Senn, G.H.P. of 
Minnesota, M. E. Companion Angus D. McCormick, P.G.H.P. of 
Minnesota, M. E. Companion W. E. Pool, Grand Lecturer of the 
Grand Chapter of Minnesota, M. E. Companion E. F. Strain, P.G.H.P. 
of South Dakota, M. E. Companion W. J. Huber, P.G.H.P. of North 
Dakota, whom I had met during his year of office at Moose Jaw 7 and 
who though totally blind, travelled over eleven thousand miles in the 
performance of his duties, Companion W. J. Hutchinson, North Da- 
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kota, and M. E. Companion F. B. Reilly, Grand Scribe E. of Sas¬ 
katchewan. Honorary membership in the Grand Chapter of Manitoba 
was conferred on all the visitors from outside jurisdictions. The pres¬ 
ence of so many visitors contributed materially to a very successful 
convocation. Ten Past Grand First Principals of the Grand Chapter 
of Manitoba were also present. M. E. Companion J. J. Sinclair put 
through the business in an expeditious manner. The entertainment 
provided kept us occupied all day and far into the night. The banquet 
and dance in the Fort Garry hotel was attended by some five hundred 
companions and their ladies. The main speaker on this occasion was 
M. E. Companion W. E. Pool, Grand Lecturer of the Grand Chapter 
of Minnesota. 

A pressing invitation was received to attend the 83rd Annual 
Convocation of the Grand Chapter of Canada, which met on April 
25th. Failing this, I was asked to to send a message to our mother 
Grand Chapter on this occasion. Alberta is particularly interested 
in the Grand Chapter of Canada this year as their newly elected Grand 
First Principal M. E. Companion John Empey is a former resident 
of Alberta and a life member of Keystone Chapter, Red Deer. I was 
very pleased to send a message of fraternal greetings and best wishes 
to our mother Grand Chapter. 

INTER-PROVINCIAL MEETINGS 

On September 1st a joint meeting of Saskatchewan and Alberta 
Chapters in the Northern sections of the respective jurisdictions was 
held at Vermilion, Alta. We were pleased to welcome the Grand 
Second Principal of Saskatchewan, R. E. Companion Walter L. Clink, 
K.C. One Alberta companion travelled five hundred and sixty miles 
to attend this gathering. Vermilion Chapter was host at dinner at 
6 p.m. In the evening a degree team composed of Vermilion and 
Battleford companions, exemplified the H.R.A. degree. This was an 
occasion that will be long remembered, and I feel sure will be repeated 
in the future. 

The following month I accepted an invitation to visit Battleford 
Chapter No. 9, North Battleford, Sask., and accompanied by a num¬ 
ber of Vermilion companions including M. E. Companion J. W. G. 
Morrison, I visited this Chapter on October 17th. The H. R. A. degree 
was conferred on two companions. I was honored by being asked to 
give the mystical lecture. For the Saskatchewan companions the visit 
of the Grand First Principal of Alberta to one of their Chapters was a 
new experience. There was a very large attendance to welcome us. 
Several, including the Grand District Superintendent Dr. Kirkley, 
came by car from Prince Albert, a drive of 350 miles. One companion 
travelled 200 miles by car alone to grace this occasion. I believe that 
this practice of inter-provincial meetings having been started in the 
north will continue and will be of immense benefit to both jurisdictions. 


INTERNATIONAL MEETING 

May 3rd, 1941, will go down in the history of Capitular Masonry 
in Alberta as the occasion of the largest and most enthusiastic gath¬ 
ering of our Order in this jurisdiction in the 27 years of our history. 
The four Calgary Chapters had the honor of a visit from High Priest 
Lon Crumley of Tyrean Chai ter, No. 23, of Cut Banx, Montana, and 
the officers and companions of this Chapter accompanied by M. E. 
Companion Armour, P.G.H.P., of the Grand Chapter of Montana, 
many other Grand Chapter officers and numerous companions from 


other Chapters in Montana and their wives, numbering in all ninety- 
six. Some of these companions drove a distance of 1400 miles to 
attend this meeting. Practically all Chapters in the south half of 
Alberta were represented as well as Vermilion Chapter in the far north. 
Dinner was served in the A1 Azhar Temple to 378 companions and their 
wives, with an overflow of 27 in an up-town restaurant. M. E. Com¬ 
panion Mayor A. Davison presided. A short musical program and 
toast list completed this part of the entertainment. The ladies were 
then entertained at the banquet hall for the evening with pictures 
of the Royal visit to Canada and United States. In the meantime 
many more companions from adjacent points arrived and at 8:30 p.m. in 
the lodge room of the Temple, Alberta Chapter No. 1 opened a meeting 
in our worK, when the visitors were formally received and took over 
the chairs. Their first business was to open their Chapter and confer 
the Past Master’s degree on all Canadian companions who had not 
already received this degree. This is necessary before one can attend 
Chapter meetings in their jurisdiction. The visitors had brought 
three candidates with them and then conferred the R. A. degree on 
them according to the ritual used in Tyrean Chapter. The officers 
had done a tremendous amount of work preparing the Chapter room 
for the purpose of conferring this degree. All the Alberta companions 
showed intense interest throughout the ceremony, which though similar 
in essentials is more dramatic and realistic than purs. After this work 
was completed and their Chapter closed, Alberta chapter officers re¬ 
sumed their chairs, and the First Principal E. Companion N. B. Williams 
thanked the visitors for a very interesting evening. I had the pleasure 
of welcoming our guests on behalf of our Grand Chapter. M. E. Com¬ 
panion Armour replied on behalf of the Grand Chapter of Montana. 
An informal reception was then held in the Palliser hotel. A regimental 
band under Sergt. Kirk kindly contributed a musical program. On 
Sunday morning, breakfast was served in the Temple. The last item 
was the church service in Grace Presbyterian Church when Rev. 
Van de Mark, of Missoula, who accompanied the companions from 
Montana, was the guest preacher. 

Two features of this wonderful gathering must be mentioned. 
One was the presentation of a cheque for $100.00 from Tyrean Chapter 
to the Canadian Red Cross Fund. The other was a presentation of 
a flag of our country to Tyrean Chapter, to be hung in their Chapter 


The end results of this gathering cannot be measured in any 
terms that words can express. I am sure that every Companion present 
from Alberta knows his neighbors across the boundary better now. 
They proved to us by their very presence and by every word and act 
while amongst us that they understood all about the struggle for 
freedom and survival in which the British Empire is engaged. They 
told us of their determination to do all in their power to help out coun¬ 
try and the Mother Country from which after all, we both derived our 
Masonry as well as the ideals of tolerance, freedom and justice which 
characterize the democratic form of government in both our countries. 
May I suggest this, that there is one single factor in the happy rela¬ 
tions between Canada and the United States and the United States and 
Great Britain today, outweighing all considerations of language and 
trade and political institutions. That is the faith and trust we have in 
each other and in the sincerity and worthy motives governing our 
domestic and foreign policies. Masonic intercourse carried on over a 
period of many many years has been a major factor in developing this 
faith. The leaders in public life both in our Empire and the United 
States for generations have for the most part been members of the 
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Masonic fraternity. At Calgary it was also pointed out that our be¬ 
loved Sovereign King George VI as well as President Roosevelt are 
not only our brother Masons but also our Companions of the Holy 
Royal Arch. The Calgary Chapters are to be congratulated on ar¬ 
ranging this wonderful gathering. May such international visits be 
ong continued. 

I sent a message of congratulations from the Grand Chapter to 
Companion G. Allen of Calgary, and his wife, who celebrated their 
50th wedding anniversary on May 6th; also messages of sympathy to 
families bereaved during the year which came to my notice.

Of late years our exaltations have decreased very markedly, and 
the age of our membership generally speaking is advancing. This 
means that unless more younger members are admitted, still more of 
our smaller country Chapters and some in the larger centres as well 
in the course of a few years will be obliged to amalgamate or sur¬ 
render their charters. There is this encouraging fact that this year 
our exaltations are higher than for a number of years and most Chap¬ 
ters have admitted new members. However, deletions and deaths 
have more than equalled admissions. Our income as a Grand Chapter, 
is considerably lower than it was some years ago. Some change will 
have to be made in the financial set-up of the Grand Chapter. I firmly 
believe that it is desirable that the Grand First Principal visit as many 
Chapters as he can under present conditions. After all, the officers 
and companions generally throughout the jurisdictions look to him 
for personal leadership. His presence and interest give the smaller 
Chapters particularly, considerable encouragement. At the same time 
it is very difficult for him to do this without a tremendous financial 
sacrifice under the present budget adopted by Grand Chapter. I am 
going to recommend the advisability of the Grand First Principal 
being elected for a two-year instead of a one-year term. I believe 
that this is the practice in our Mother Grand Chapter of Canada. 
There would be this advantage as far as the Grand First Principal is 
concerned: He would have a longer time to get around to the various 
Chapters, consequently would not sacrifice as much time from his 
ordinary duties in any one year as must be done at present. The 
Grand Chapter would save approximately $200.00 in travelling expenses 
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CONCLUSION 

My year of office has been one of continuous pleasure to me. 
It has been a wonderful education to meet so many of the companions 
of this and other jurisdictions personally. I have been received on 
every visit I have made with a warmth of welcome far beyond what 
I deserve. I know my successor will receive similar treatment. 

I know I did not stress or even mention in my visits many things 
some of my predecessors in office considered of much importance, 
which no doubt was the case in other circumstances. I realized full 
well that in every meeting I was speaking to men overwhelmed by the 
events transpiring these days—whose thoughts in many cases were 
with their own and other boys who on land, on sea, and in the air, 
are shouldering the burden of the battle for man’s freedom. I tried 
honestly to speak such words of inspiration and encouragement as 
I could. 

I have felt for many years and do so feel now more than ever, 
that the chief benefits of Masonry are spiritual, within us, in our minds, 
in our thinking, in the innermost depth of our souls. 

The three essential purposes of Masonry to my mind are: 

(1) To foster and develop in our members a belief, a faith, and 
trust in God, the Great Jehovah of Royal Arch Masonry.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON JURISPRUDENCE 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 

Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 
Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

Your Committee on Jurisprudence has had for advisement Notice 
of Motion to amend the Constitution as proposed last year by R. E. 
Companion G. F. Pauling and affecting Sections 252, 253 and 259. 
The consideration of the proposed amendments aroused a good deal 
of helpful discussion in the different Chapters and a variety of view¬ 
points have been submitted. 

It would appear the main reason in support of the proposal has 
been the restrictions imposed regarding the reinstatement of delinquent 
members and as to the provision calling for consecutive dues-paying 
conditions in 259. Conflict between these and other sections of the 
Constitution was also stressed. 

There has been an urge to make reinstatement less formal, the 
consensus of opinion being that Chapters should not deal as harshly 
with companions whose names had been deleted as was provided in 
the two sections first referred to. 

As to Life Membership, the question is now raised in some of 
the jurisdictions in the United States, especially, as to whether it would 
not be advisable to have this form of membership abolished. This 
phase has not as yet been seriously discussed in this jurisdiction. 

Your Committee feel.that better results and more harmony may 
be had by removing all seemingly restrictive measures in our Book of 
Constitution in the hope that such might induce more 'delinquent 
members return to our fraternal sanctums. With this purpose in 
mind and relying on Chapters to preserve unsullied their membership, 
your Committee, after having given full consideration and much 
thought to the proposed amendments, desire to submit as the result 
of their deliberations in lieu of amendments suggested the following: 

Sections 252 and 253: By striking out sections 252 and 253 
and substituting therefor the following: 

“252-3. If a companion whose name has been deleted from 
the roll of membership for non-payment of dues shall, upon appli¬ 
cation within one year thereafter pay the amount of dues in arrears 
or such lesser sum as the Chapter may decide, the First Principal 
shall declare him reinstated without a vote of the Chapter; but 
if such payment be not so made then he can only be reinstated 
by a majority vote of the Chapter upon such terms as it may 
desire. The Chapter may. however, require proof of good standing 
in Craft Masonry upon any application for reinstatement and 
that Notice of Application be inserted in the summons calling 
the next regular convocation.” 

Section 259—That Section 259 be amended as follows: 

“(1) By ad'ding after the word ‘determine’ the following: ■ 

“Provided, however, that no life membership be given to a 
Companion of less than five years consecutive membership in 
the Chapter.” 

(21 By deleting the words “consecutive” and “ordinary” 
from sub-sections (a), (b), (c), (d), and (e). 
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Has the First Principal, as a matter of right the power to amal¬ 
gamate two Chapters? was a question submitted to your Committee 
for its viewpoint. Because of the restriction contained in Section 83 
of the “Powers of the Grand First Principal” your Committee is of 
opinion that the amalgamation of two Chapters, where the Provisions 
of Section 275 and 276 are not complied with, and which would require, 
in essence at least the granting of a new Warrant or Charter, did not 
come within the puryiew of the powers given the Grand First Principal 
under the Constitution. 

Your Committee respectfully suggest that all Notices of Motion 
to amend the Constitution should, as received by Grand Scribe E. 
be submitted to this committee for its consideration and recommenda¬ 
tion to Grand Chapter.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE GRAND FIRST 
PRINCIPAL’S ADDRESS 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 

Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 


Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

Your Committee, to whom has been referred the Address of the 
Grand First Principal, beg to report we have considered same and 
report as follows: 

We commend the spirit of his opening remarks, respecting the 
“testing and proving time” which our Brethren and Companions are 
going through in the Mother Country. We know this Grand Chapter 
heartily unites in the earnest prayer that the Great Jehovah will 
afford to them and their loved ones a continuance of His love and 
also our gratitude for the rich measure of His boundless mercy and 
grace, which we on this Continent are enjoying. 

We heartily join in the tribute to the Forces of our Empire and 
those of our Allies, who, under the guidance of God, will triumph over 
the forces of evil and oppression and likewise remember in our prayers 
those who have consecrated their services and lives in the cause of 
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democracy, as well as the immediate members of their families. 

We concur in his tribute to the memory of the fraternal dead 
in this and those of Sister Jurisdictions and know the Committee 
of Fraternal Dead will suitably report to this Grand Chapter. 

We commend our Grand First Principal on a year of active and 
faithful service in the interests of the Royal Craft, in the course of 
which he records travelling some 13,360 miles, sometimes when the 
weather-man was not so kind. His visits to chapters in this juris¬ 
diction as set out in detail in his report are both interesting and en¬ 
couraging. 

We commend those constituent chapters who have made contri¬ 
butions to the Dominion Government for War purposes. 

We note with pleasure that our Grand First Principal was present 
at all five District Meetings and join with him in his tribute to those 
Grand Chapter Officers who so ably supported him in promoting the 
affairs of this Grand Jurisdiction. 

With reference to the status of Joseph Stauffer Chapter at Dids- 
bury and Mount Horeb Chapter at Wetaskiwin, we note committees 
are at work on their present condition, but recommend that the in¬ 
coming Grand First Principal follow up the situation in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution. 

We are happy to note that our Grand First Principal was able to 
visit the Grand Chapters of Saskatchewan and Manitoba and con¬ 
gratulate him on being made an honorary member of both these Grand 
Chapters. We note with pleasure and satisfaction that R. E. Compan¬ 
ion Dr. W. W. Bell, was appointed to represent this Grand Chapter 
at the meeting of the Grand Chapter of British Columbia and appre¬ 
ciate his continued interest in the Royal Craft. 

We commend our Grand First Principal on having sent the greet¬ 
ings and good wishes to the Mother Grand Chapter of Canada (in 
Ontario) and to record our congratulations and good wishes to M. E. 
Companion John Empey, the Grand First Principal, who is still a 
member of the Royal Craft in Alberta. 

We commend our Grand First Principal for having arranged an 
Inter-Provincial convocation of Alberta and Saskatchewan Chapters, 
which was held at Vermilion on September 1st, 1940. While the 
notice calling the meeting stated it was for the purpose of “conferring 
the H. R. -A. Degree on candidates from Saskatoon and North Battle- 
ford”, we understand that the work was only “exemplified”; however, 
it was a praiseworthy thought and we are sure it will further cement 
the ties of the Royal-Arch Masonry. 

We note our Grand First Principal followed up this meeting 
with a visit to North Battleford Chapter, No. 9, G.R.S., where he wit¬ 
nessed the conferring of the Royal Arch Degree, and by request he 
delivered the Mystical Lecture. We are sure it was well done and 
that the companions enjoyed the visit of our Grand First Principal 
at their Convocation. 

In connection with the Inter-Provincial meeting held at Ver¬ 
milion on Sunday, September 1st, opinions have been expressed which 
doubt the propriety of Sunday meetings. In this case it was followed 
by a statutory holiday and doubtless enabled many companions to 
attend who could not otherwise have arranged to do so without ser¬ 
iously affecting their usual vocations, due to the lengthy distances 
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they were obliged to travel. Be that as it may, we are unable to find 
any Masonic law in Alberta, with reference to meetings on the Sabbath 
day. We are aware that the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons of the United States, the Sovereign Great Priory of Knights 
Templar of Canada and the Imperial Council of the Mystic Shrine for 
North America, have, either by edict, resolution or ruling of their Grand 
bodies, forbidden the holding of any Sunday meetings. Regardless, 
however, of such decisions, this Grand Chapter has the right to decide 
the question for itself. Your committee feel that some distinction must 
be made between "meetings” in the popular sense of the word and 
“Convocations” of Royal Arch Masons held merely for the purpose 
of exemplifying Masonic degrees. The latter is so in harmony with 
the form of worship in the Christian churches—held on the Sabbath 
day—that no substantial objection can be entertained and therefore 
we feel that the wisdom of such meetings must, in the future, rest with 
the Masonic judgment of those in authority. 

In connection with the international meeting held in Calgary on 
May the 3rd and of which our Grand First Principal gives a full report, 
we would like to add that in addition to the Grand Council, Grand 
Scribe E., and Grand Treasurer of this jurisdiction being present, 
we had no fewer than seven of our Past Grand First Principals, namely: 
M. E. Companions Ironside, Flan, Follett, Mercer. Minchin, H. W. 
Bell, and our genial Toastmaster for the evening, jVI. E. Companion 
Andy Davison. It was a historic Masonic occasion and the largest 
meeting of Royal Arch Masons held in Alberta. We congratulate 
and commend the four Calgary Chapters and their officers for their 
initiative and unceasing labors in arranging this worth-while meeting. 
They deserve our admiration and thanks. The presentation of the 
substantial cheque by the members of Tyrean Chapter, No. 34, to 
M. E. Companoin Davison, for the Canadian Red Cross, is a further 
evidence of the National good will of our kind neighbors of the U.S.A. 

We endorse the recommendation of our Grand First Principal 
that Past Rank be conferred upon all Grand District Superintendents, 
for the Royal Arch year 1940-1941. 

The dispensations granted seem to be within the provisions of our 
Constitution. 

We also concur in the appointments made by him, as detailed 
in his report. 

The figures quoted by our Grand First Principal, respecting mem¬ 
bership since 1917 to date, are most interesting; we however leave this 
question to the Committee on the Conditions of the Order, but are 
glad to note that the number of exaltations were higher than they 
have been for some years. 

In connection with the reference made to the expenses allowed 
the Grand First Principal in this jurisdiction, we wish to point out 
that the same is covered amply by Section 92 of the Constitution; 
that we do not submit a budget in the accepted term, but instead 
only an “estimate of probable expenses”. In accordance with clause 
“c , Section 51, of the Constitution, this estimate is compiled, having 
regard to the probable or estimated income for the year and is intended 
to serve as a financial landmark to guide us and a beacon to show us 
what we must avoid. 

We have considered the recommendation of our Grand First Prin¬ 
cipal with respect to a two year term for the Grand Council. A similar 
recommendation was made by M. E. Companion Minchin in 1938 



and the committee on his report at that time, reported, “that while 
we appreciate the arguments of the Grand First Principal, in regard 
to a two year term for officers, we do not think it wise to do so at the 
present time.” 

The Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Canada (in Ontario) 
hold meetings each year, but re-elect officers for a second year; the 
Sovereign Great Priory of Knights Templar for Canada also meet 
annually, and re-elect their chief Officers for a second year, although 
officers below the rank of the Grand Scribe E. are changed each year 
and indeed the Provincial Priors are frequently changed annually. 

There is no doubt that a two year term for certain officers is both 
beneficial and economical, but many companions point out that the 
opportunity to share in Grand honors is greatly diminished by a two 
year term for all officers and we believe there is merit in this contention. 
We feel that the Grand Council should serve for two years, by mutual 
understanding, subject of course to the will of Grand Chapter, and 
that in many cases the same could apply, with benefit, to the Grand 
Superintendents, but that offices such as Sojourners, Registrar, and 
other offices, as well as those of the Executive Committee, could be 
changed each year, in order that the honor of serving may be extended 
and not more limited than at present. 

No constitutional change would be rendered necessary for |this, 
so far as we know at the moment, and we do not agree that a pro¬ 
vision which would set up a Constitutional provision, making the term 
of all Grand Chapter Officers for two years, mandatory, would be either 
wise or necessary; in fact, it might operate to a disadvantage in some 
cases, both to the individual and the Grand Chapter. Having regard 
to all the circumstances and with a view of meeting the wishes of all 
companions, we recommend: 

THAT this Grand Chapter approves, in principle, of a two year 
term for the Grand Council and Grand Superintendents, but that the 
Constitution provisions continue as at present, leaving the wisdom 
of a two year term for any officer to the companions who are author¬ 
ized to elect such officers. 

We concur with the lofty thoughts expressed by our Grand First 
Principal in the concluding portion of his address, and desire to record 
the appreciation and thanks of this Grand Chapter to M. E. Companion 
Scott, on a year of faithful and untiring effort in the interests of 
Capitular Masonry.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONDITION OF 
CAPITULAR MASONRY IN ALBERTA 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 

Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

Your Committee on the Condition of Capitular Masonry in the 
Jurisdiction of Alberta beg to report as follows: 

We have carefully examined the reports of the five District Sup¬ 
erintendents as received from the Grand Secretary. This is our only 
source of information, and we gather the following facts— 

There were 26 Chapters in this jurisdiction in 1940 with a total 
membership of 1,657 and with outstanding dues of nearly $3,000. 

We find it exceedingly difficult to give a true picture of the con¬ 
dition of Royal Arch Masonry in Alberta because of the very poor 
way in which some of the District Superintendents reports are made 
out, many important details being omitted, and many others being 
obviously incorrect. 

We note that five of the Chapters were not visited officially for 
various reasons—all legitimate, but not insuperable—and one, Assini- 
boia Chapter, stating that no District Superintendent has visited it 
during the past three years. This is very regrettable, and causes us 
to make this observation: District Superintendents have very import¬ 
ant duties to perform. Some of the Superintendents seem to think 
that all they have to do is visit each chapter in his jurisdiction once 
during his term of office. May we point out that many chapters 
require special attention and advice on various matters during each 
year. The responsibility of caring for these matters rests clearly on 
the shoulders of the District Superintendents. They should fully 
realize this when accepting and taking the oath of office. They should 
be particularly concerned about the weak chapters and make a very 
special effort to encourage and assist not only personally, but by 
asking stronger chapters to lend a helping hand. 

Of the 26 Chapters in 1940, two, Mount Horeb and Joseph Stauffer, 
have definitely decided to surrender their charters and affiliate with 
some neighboring chapter. We strongly recommend that the Grand 
First Principal proceed to perform this duty according to the rules 
of Constitution as early as possible, and at the same time endeavor 
to urge on the members in good standing the necessity and desirability 
of immediate affiliation with the Chapter of their choice. 

We regret to note a further decrease of 47 net during the year— 
a condition that has prevailed for the past ten years, and ought to 
be stopped. In fact if it is not stopped soon we will die a slow and 
lingering death for want of members. We believe much can be done 
towards this end if our membership will only take their Royal Arch 
Masonry seriously. We urge that each member approach, in a dignified 
and Masonic manner, as many Craft Masons as possible and suggest 
the desirability and necessity of their becoming Royal Arch Masons 
in order to round out their Masonic education. A neighboring juris¬ 
diction has gone so far as to print a leaflet for use by their members 
for this purpose. We suggest the desirability of this Grand Body adopt¬ 
ing a similar scheme for the use of our members. 
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We believe that it is undesirable for the District Superintendents 
to make their official visit coincident with that of the Grand First 
Principal, neither should his official visit be at the time of the District 
Meeting. It helps to sustain interest to have as many Grand Chapter 
Officers visit as is possible on separate occasions. 

Our District Meetings were successfully carried out by the officers 
in charge, and we are confident much good resulted to those Chapters 
who were represented; at the same time eleven of the chapters had 
none of their officers present, and it is not at all surprising to find 
that these are among the weakest chapters in the Province. We also 
see that several of these weak chapters had no officers present at Grand 
Chapter Convocation. Not only do these chapters lose the inspira¬ 
tion and education of these Grand Chapter activities, but they also 
lose the good fellowship and Masonic harmony that are of such value 
to the individual during these trying and difficult times through which 
we are passing. 

We recommend that the rank of Past District Superintendent 
be conferred upon:

and draw the attention of Grand Chapter to the fact that R. E. Com¬ 
panion Irving has just completed two successive and successful years 
as Superintendent of District No. 2. and has performed his duties very 
acceptably to all concerned.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON FOREIGN 
CORRESPONDENCE 

To the Most Excellent the Grand First Principal, Officers and 
Companions of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of Alberta. 

Most Excellent Sir and Companions: 

We, your Committee on Foreign Correspondence, beg to report 
that harmony prevails throughout Capitular Masonry. The Grand 
Chapter of Alberta is in fraternal correspondence with sixty-three 
Grand Jurisdictions. At this Grand Convocation, Grand Representa¬ 
tives from many of these Jurisdictions were received and welcomed 
with Grand Honors. 

We pause as we write the report of this Committee. We realize 
that two outstanding men, who have written reviews of Sister Juris¬ 
dictions, have passed to their reward, namely: 
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M. E. Companion William Nisbet Ponton.. .Canada 
M. E. Companion Sam J. Helm.Texas 

“ Know ye not that there is a prince and a great man fallen this 
day in Israel .”—II Samuel, 3-39. 

“Most Excellent Companion Col. William Nesbit Ponton, K.C., 
was born in Belleville, Ontario, in 1856, and lived his entire life in that 
city. He was not only active in Masonry and the legal profession 
but was also the officer commanding the old 15th Regiment of Belle¬ 
ville, from 1895 to 1901, retiring as their Honorary Colonel. He was 
keenly interested in the Great War, also in the Cadet movement. 
A member of the Senate of the University of Toronto and a former 
chairman of the Belleville Board of Education. 

“In Masonry he was a Past Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of 
Canada, in the Province of Ontario. In 1919-20 the great honor was 
bestowed upon him in electing him the Grand First Principal of the 
Grand Chapter of Canada in Ontario. He passed to the Grand Chapter 
above on September 6th, 1939, having been in ill-health for over two 
years.” (Canada). 


“Most Excellent Companion Sam J. Helm was an exceptional man 
and a Mason, whose life and service is worthy of special notice in our 
own day and generation. He was a man of unique and distinctive 
character. He was a Mason of the ‘Old School’ who believed in, and 
maintained, the landmarks of ancient Craft Masonry in all their veri¬ 
ties. He consecrated his life to the cause of Masonry, and diffused 
true Masonic light and knowledge in a Masonic world prone to drift 
from its ancient moorings. He stood as a beacon light, in a world 
of moral decadence, and constantly admonished those who would 
inject modern innovations into the Ancient Customs and Usages of 
Craft Masonry.” (Texas). 


Another writer of international repute who has passed on was 
M. E. Companion Archie Sherman Harriman, of Vermont. The 
Chairman of this Committee has known Companion Harriman since 
1914. He has been Grand Secretary of the various Masonic Grand 
Bodies in the State of Vermont during that period, and for many 
years the Foreign Correspondent. His critical commentaries, forceful 
illustrations and general knowledge of Masonic history and philosophy 
will be sadly missed, not only in Vermont but among his contemporaries 
throughout the Masonie world. 


As one writes of the important happenings in each Grand Chapter 
he will be pardoned if one of his first thoughts is along conditions 
across the sea. Masonry is being tested as never before. Our British 
companions are standing up in no uncertain manner in throwing off 
those who are opposed to the work of our institutions. From several 
of the Proceedings of the Grand Chapters in the United States we 
excerpt: 

FROM CALIFORNIA: “In the face of international unrest, 
dictatorial suppression of liberties and the removal of the right to permit 
men to meet in the common bond of Brotherhood we may well be 
thankful that we still enjoy the privileges of a free people. . . . We 
have seen the plight of our brethren in foreign lands. We know what 
happens when indifference supplants clear thinking. When ideals 
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are shattered, when usurpers assume power, might, slavery and serf¬ 
dom usually creep in. Masonry must take the lead in good citizenship, 
and support free democratic government, and quench the fires of 
despotism.” 

FROM ILLINOIS: “Today the ancient “kings and princes’ 
who wanted loyal and peaceful subjects have been displaced by dic¬ 
tators who rule by fear and might. In one country Masonic Lodges 
were ordered closed and their property confiscated because the dic¬ 
tator did not need them to help him govern the country. For similar 
reasons Masonry has been arbitrarily suppressed in other countries. 
The rule of hate, greed and selfishness has displaced the gospel of 
‘Peace on earth goodwill toward men’. So the world goes blithely on 
toward destruction and civilization, toward annihilation, while the 
unholy lust for power by a few men continues to torment innocent 
people.” 

FROM INDIANA: “In the recent advent of un-Americanism, 
Free Masonry has felt a lull in its growth. Is there any connection 
between the growth of un-Americanism and the falling off in the addi¬ 
tions to Free Masonry? Certain it is that Germany, Russia and Italy 
are not fertile soil for Free Masonry. It is like the sower who went 
forth to sow, and all the seed of Freemasonry that had already sprung 
up in these lands has been crushed for want of proper nourishment 
in the soil. With the slackening in the interests in teachings of Free¬ 
masonry has gone the lessening of loyalties to Americanism. Let this 
truth be printed in bold headlines before every Free Mason. There 
can be no escaping this incongruity.” 

FROM MISSISSIPPI: “What is Masonry today? Is its light 
still burning brightly, or is it being dimmed by events that are being 
shaped in our present world history? We, as Masons, must view 
with alarm the manner in which dictatorships have arisen and the 
steady increase of their power and influence; and you will notice that 
the first institution to be suppressed in these countries is the Masonic 
Order. Gone is that liberty of thought, liberty of speech, and liberty 
of action which we, as Masons, prize so highly. The present trend 
toward dictatorships means inevitably the imposition of greater re¬ 
strictions on the Masonic fraternity, and it makes us realize that 
Democracy and Masonry are closely intertwined. If Democracy fails, 
so will Masonry fail.” 

The sentiments expressed by our companions to the south of us 
have our hearty endorsement. For some eighteen months the airplanes 
have been in the air above us here in the interior of Canada, and the 
same is beginning to happen in the United States.

Masonic Calendar and Rules for 
Masonic Dates 


Ancient Cratt Masonrt— 

Commence their era with the creation of the world, calling 
it Anno Lucis (A.L.) “in the year of Light.” To get the 
present date add 4,000 years to the common era—1941 
and 4,000 equal to 5,941. 

Royal Arch— 

Date from the year in which the Temple was commenced 
by Zerubbabel Anno Inventionis (A. I.) "in the year of 
discovery.” Add 530 to the yulgar era—1941 and 530 
equal to 2,471. 

Royal and Select Masters— 

Date from the year in which the Temple of Solomon was 
completed—Anno Depositionis (A. Dep.) “in the year of 
the deposit.” Add 1,000 to the common era, thus: 1941 
and 1,000 equal to 2,941. 

Knights Templar— 

Commence their era with the organization of their order 
Anno Ordinis (A. O.) “in the year of the Order.” From 
the Christian era take 1,118, thus: 1941 less 1,118 equal 
to 823. 

Order or Hioh Priesthood— 

Date from the year of the blessing of Abraham by the 
High Priest Melchisedek—Anno Benefacio (A. B.). To 
the Christian era add 1913, thus: 1941 and 1913 equal 
to 3,854 

Scottish Rite— 

Same as Ancient Craft Masonry—except the Jewish 
chronology is used—Anno Mundi (A.M.) “in the year 
of the world.” To get the common era add 3,700, thus: 
1941 and 3,760 equal to 5,701. After September add an¬ 
other year.
